Is Lecture Topic. 


„Recent Theories of the Origin of Worlds” 
were discussed last night by Dr. Forest Ray 
Moulton of the University of Chicago in the 
first of a series of ten lectures at Fullerton 
‘hall, Art institute, the purpose of which Is to 
inform the public of Chicago of the latest re- 
sults achieved by the leading scientists of the 
world engaged in research work. 

The second lecture in the series will be given 

on Nov. 9 by Prof, Rollin D. Salisbury on the

ry.” 


wy: fh. y" introductory Dr. “Moulton referred 
a e nineteenth century as being significant 

for its giving birth to the theory of evolution, 
and added that in astronomy were to be found 
evolution’s first and most spectacular manifes- 
tations, . 

Sun ts, their origin and significance, re- 
ceived their share of the lecturer's attention. 
From photographs he explained that. these are 
not depressions in the sun’s surface, as is often 
supposed, but elevations of matter cooler than 
the surrounding surface. 

“Nor are these spots dark as we count dark- 
ness,” said Dr. Moulton, but as bright as our 
electric bulbs, and appear dark only by com- 
perison with the normal brightness of the sun, 
the intense heat of which is not computable by 
any known methods 


“ These spots are the scenes of storms of the 


greatest viclence—storms in which molten sub- 
Stances are thrown up to a height exceeding 
the distance from our earth to the moon. In 
fact, the whole surface of the sun has been 
found to be the scene of frequent, rapid, al- 
most continual change.“ 
> 

After the immensity of the sun’s volume had 
been suggested through the contemplation of 
comparatively small fractions of its surface 
the lecturer proceeded to remind his audience 
that there were probably at least 100,000,000 
such suns, and following this with the state- 
ment that nevertheless astronomers were sub- 
stantially agreed that the physical universe is 
probably not infinite but finite. 

“However much beyond our present meth- 
ods of eomputation astronomical dimensions 
and numbers may We, they are yet finite” he 
asserted. Dr. Moulton admitted, however, 
that the finite of the astronomer is practically 
the infinite of the average student. And when 
he defined his unit of measure, the “ sphere,” 
s being 200,000 times 100,000,000 miles and 
stated that the distance between any two suns 
is some six or seven such units, the audience 
38 agreeable to let that pass for the in- 
nite.

“May it not be that bodjes., of mass 
ejected by suns at such times as visiting 
suns are in close proximity form first into 
cote! nabulm and thence fall into regular or- 
ita? 

“The frequency, with which spiral nebule 
are formed and the observations in cases such 
as the nebule of Orion would seem to lend con- 
siderable plausibility to this belief. Besides 
this, the uniformity in the direction of revolu- 
tion of planets about their sun harmonizes with 
such a theory of their origin.”

Miss Nielsen and Boston 
Opera Stars in Concert.

ISS ALICE NIELSEN’S progress from 

musical comedy to grand opera has 

often been the theme for congratula- 

tory remarks directed toward the am- 

bitious American singer. Her successes 
have been as Significant as they have been 
richly deserved and her present position as first 
soprano of the Boston opera has sét the final 
seal of artistic approval upon her gifts and 
achievéments. ut Miss Nielsen doubtless falt 
that her success was not complete until she 
had followed the example of Mme. Schumann- 
Heink, Mme. Sembrich, and Mme. Gadski and 
carried her operatic laurels into the more prof- 
itable field of the concert. Therefore this sea- 
son discovers her on tour with Riccardo Mar- 
tin of the Metropolitan opera and a company 
of her Boston colleagues. Last night in Or- 
chestra hall she and her associates were heard 
by an audience that. might well have been 
larger, but could not have been more generous 
in its expressions of approval. 

Immediate success with the public does not 
constitute the only ground upon which to base 
the prediction that Miss Nielsen will win a 
large measure of fame and, we hope, many dol- 
lars, in her new field of activity. Her art is 
now of that perfect quality that can be sub- 
mitted to the minute scrutiny of the concert 
hall and still be found without flaw. The voice 
has kept all of the youthful freshness and de- 
Ughtful flexibility that made her such a charm- 
ing coloratcra artist when she first was heard 
in grand opera with the San Carlo company 
four years ago. It has gained in volume, rfch- 
ness, and expressiveness until its possibilities 
now fully meet the demands of the dramatic 
roles of Italian repertory. But the refinements 
of vocalism that distinguished her as a colora- 
tura singer have not ben lost. They have been 
retained to lend to her singing all the graces 
of a rarely complete interpretative art. 

The “Vissi d'arte aria from ‘ Tosca,” the 
duet from the first act of “ Mme. Butterfly,” and 
a group of English songs by Landon Reiland, 
Mrs. Beach, Riccardo Martin, and Rogers suf- 
ficed to set forth these qualities to the satisfac- 
tion of her listeners, who were insistent in 
their demands for encores. 

Mr. Martin “has learned to make coffee in 
andther kitchen,” as Ysaye once said after an 
unsuccessful attempt to play through a Sym- 
phony at one of the first violin stands in the 
Thomas orchestra. He is the heroic tenor of 
the Italian type, though a good citizen of the 
grand old state of Kentucky in private life, 
and prefers to sing operatic excerpts as if con- 
tending with the full volume of a Puccini or- 


ghestra. The tinkling accompaniments, sup- 


plied by Maestro Cesare Clandestini after the 
best manner of the orchestra leader who has 
the misfortune also to play piano, made his ef- 
forte in the arlas from The Girl of the Golden 
West and “ Tosca” seem somewhat superfiu- 


‘ous. His voice is splendidly sonorous and of 


remarkably sympathetic quality. But he has 
acquired habits in opera which are dangerously 
near to being vocal abuses. A season in con- 
cert would teach him much in the direction of 
refinement of vocal means. That he is not in- 
sensible to the values of interpretative economy 
was evidenced in a group of songs in ‘Italian, 


French, and German.

The Cranberry. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


E have reason to be proud of our own 
American cranberry. It really is the 


largest and handsomest in the work 


All its:fine qualities are not as unk 

versally appreciated as they might de. 
It has a sort of rank, strong taste of its own 
which must be subdued by the proper treat 
ment.“ 

Of the cranberry alone a very attractive jelly 
for immediate use may be made, but it may be 
combined with apple to make a jelly that will 
last very well. I have lately heard of its being) 
combined with quince most successfully. 

A method of picking cranberries clean, espe 
cially after they have been in the market for 
some time, is to pour boiling water over them 
This instantly swells all the good ones and 
makes it easy to pick out those that are de 
cayed. If they have sticks and leaves among 
them it is best to pick those out and the berries 
that are obviously poor before the hot water is 
poured on. 

Such a precaution as never cook cranberries 
in tin, tron, or brass is hardly needed in these

Some of these germs are vio- 
lent in their local effects, some are violent 
in their general poisoning, but not de- 
structive locally: others are mild both 
generally and locally.

Resultant diseases from 
flesh eating are those pertaining to the kid- 
neys, and rheuMatism, the effect of nonper- | 
formance of elimination through this organ, 
is a poisom in the body. Another inquirer 
asks the wise doctor if raw fruit is beneficial 
in case of rheumatism. The reply is that 
strongly acid fruits should be avoided. Why? 
The doctor is behind the times if be does not 
know that many cures of rheumatism bave 
been effected by the use of citrus fruits. The 
acids of such, as well as tomatoes and kind- 
red acid products, destroy the urea, the wagte 
deposits In the system, getting in action the 
kidneys, whereby the waste is eliminated. 
The doctor gives no intelligent information 
on the matter. Why does he not tell the in- 
quirer that rheumatism is not a disease but 
A result of consuming more nitrogenous 
food and protein than the sytem cen utilize, 
thus causing an accumulation and deposits 
of poison? Why not enumerate some of 
the foods dangerous to such a condition? 
Foods rich th nitrogen and protein, such as 
eggs, milk, cheese, meat, nuts, and legumes, 
are all rich foods which should be avoided by 
rheumatic sufferers, as well as tea and cof- 
fee. This also applies to Bright’s disease 
and gout, as well as to other digordered con- 
ditions arising from wrong feeding. Foods to 
be used In such cases are of an aseptic order, 
such as the Juice of fresh fruits, lemons, 
oranges, limes, grapes, goose derries, rhubarb, 
grapefruit, tart apples, all kinds of berries. 
Nuts may be used to an extent, the low pro- 
tein diet always being kept in mud. A non- 
flesh diet is especially recommended by noted 
physicians.

MUNICIPAL COURT VACATIONS. 

Chicago, Nov. 1.—{Editor of The Tribune.) 
~The recent editorials in your paper regard- 
ing the iniquity of the attempted salary grab 
on the part of the judges of the Municipal 
court, under cover of extending the operation 
of the merit law, leads me to call to your 
attention a provision in the proposed amend- 
ments to the Municipal court act which is 
even more indefensible when taken in connec- 
tion with the salary increase. You will note 
that section 8, extract of which is inclosed, 
provides for vacations of forty-six days in 
each year. This is ten days more than the 
judges of any of the courts of this county 
Circuit, Superior, Criminal, County, Munic- 
ipal—are at present allowed, the present limit 
being fixed at thirty-six days. The thirty-six 
day provision ils now construed to mean six 
weeks, and it requires no stretob of the imagi- 
nation to see the forty-six day provision con- 
strued to mean eight weeks, or two months, 
per judge out of every twelve. I believe that 
it is now the practice of the Municipal judges | 
to take their vacations in what they call two 
“ vacation periods, half going one period of 
six weeks and then returning to take the 
places of the other half, who in turn absent 
themselves for six weeks. If this were ex- 
tended to eight weeks aplece, we should have 
the edifying spectadje of our Municipal court 
running at halt ts Capacity for a full one- 
third of the year.
